W ashington, May 28.—One interest­ 
ing aud im portant brazee of the Cuban 
investigation will be that relating to the 
pp equinities enjoyed by tho officials and 
clerics em ployed there, by virtue of their 
official and clerical status, and also that 
relating to miscellaneous expenditures. 
In tile accounts of Director General R ath­ 
bone, for example, the sum of ft 7,818.89 
is charged “ per diem ." 
That was the 
totnl for the year 1899. 
This, it appear* 
was not expended in that year for day 
wages, but for "allow ances" or “ per­ 
quisites" enjoyed by himsolf and mem­ 
bers of ins otflciul aud clerical stuff, 
w hich W as a large and very expensive 
•n e rest milling in those respects that of 
a governor of an Indian or African 
province rather than that of a governor 
of a territory like Now Mexico or Okla­ 
homa 
It is reported that in addition to his 
salary of $9500 a year, the director gen­ 
eral re c e iv e d a "|>er diem allowance” 
am ounting to $182o a year aud that the 
head of each of the ten or eleven “ bu­ 
reaus” which constituted the “depart­ 
ment of posts” received a sim ilar “ al­ 
lowance” at the rate of $8 a day. 
Tho 
regular yearly Nsalaries ranged 
from 
82,000 to .*8,000. 
Thoro was also a force 
of inspectors and clerks who received 
“ per diem allowances” ranging from 
$1.25 for a |1200 clerk or #2 or more for 
inspectors and clerks of tho 
higher 
grades. 
There was no exercise of par­ 
simony in th at branoh of the director 
general’s official establishment. 
It is also reported th at the director 
general him self enjoyed other largo “of­ 
ficial perquisites;'*1 that tho rent of the 
“ palace” occupied by him as a residence 
in which lie set up a court rivaling in 
magnificence and splendor th at of the 
m ilitary gove rnor of Havana, was paul 
out of the postal revenues of Cnlia; that 
expensive alterations and repairs of the 
“ place” were also paid for out of tho 
Cuban revenues. 
A member of the senate committee 
has also been informed that am ong otlu 
large items of expenditures 
charge 
under the head of “ miscellaneous” in 
the director general’s accounts for the 
last year was one am ounting to $1800 for 
upholstering, dry goods, etc., purchased 
at a single establishment in the Uuiied 
States. 
This and many other equally 
questionable expenditures were borne by 
the revenues of Cuba. The heading “ m i’ 
c e lla ro u s” covered a total of #49,544 
85, theln-ading “ buildingand repairing” 
covered a total of $85,941.40, the heading 
“ re n t” covered a total of #11,009.14. 
The four totals under the headings 
“ per diem ,” “ miscellaneous,” “ building 
and repairs” and “ren t” make an ag­ 
gregate of #118,308. 
Besides these there 
is a charge of $7494 for “ transportation” 
distinguishing it from “ mail transporta­ 
tion” and “ star route service.” 
The 
am ount of $7494 therefore was evidently 
not expended in payment for carrying 
the mails. 
If this lie added to $113,308, 
the total will am ount to $121,758. 
To 
this should bo added $3105.25 for car­ 
riage, harness and equipm ent” —another 
“ perquisite" of the director g en era l- 
m aking an aggregate of #124,806. 
This 
was $49,441 in excess of the total ex­ 
penditures on account of “ star route 
service,” mail transportation, letter car­ 
riers, railway postal clerks, mail messen­ 
gers, mail wagons and mail bags, which 
amounted to only $78,422.35. 
The total per diem allowances alone 
amounted to more than 22 per cent of 
that total, and it in turn am ounted to 
less than 36 per cent of the total am ount 
paid as salaries to Director General 
Rathbone and his official and clerical 
staff at the headquarters of the Cuban 
postal service.
